ASTOR ESTATE $88,000,000 


Titanic Victim 's Property Largest In 
Value of Any Ever Appraised. 


New York, June 14.— The estate of 
Colonel John Jacob Astor, who per­ 
ished In the Titanic disaster, was offi­ 
cially appraised at close to $88,000,- 
000, of which Vincent Astor receives 
{68,964,409; Mrs. Madeline Force As­ 
tor, $7,678,896; Muriel Astor, $4,856,- 
758, and John Jacob Astor, sen by 
his second marriage, $2,922,672. 
The estate is declared to be the lar­ 
gest ever appraised In this country. 
The cost of 
determining 
its value 
was made remarkably low owing to 
an understanding by which the Astor 
estate bore one-half the expenses and 
the state of New York the other half. 
The estate saved a large sum in In­ 
heritance taxes by paying $3,160,000 
to the state last October, within six 
months of Colonel Astor’s death, this 
payment earning 5 per cent rebate. 
The sum mentioned greatly exceeds 
any amount ever paid by any estate 
as an Inheritance tax.

it w’ere backed by the president; but, 
more than that, a Republican filibuster 
might prolong the debate far beyond 
the endurance of the desire of those 
who wanted to put the bill through, 
and It could be defeated In that way. 


Cannot Control the Future. 
There Is another fact which should 
not be overlooked. 
The proposal as 
contained In the Jones bill is to allow’ 
the Philippines independence in eight 
years. 
In that time four different con­ 
gresses w ill have been elected, two 
more presidents chosen, and It Is quite 
possible that the congresses hereafter 
elected may ta? Republican. In which 
event they would have power to repeal 
the independence legislation. 
O f course It would la* difficult to re­ 
peal such a program, especially lf the 
Filipinos became dead in earnest and 
Insisted 
upon 
self government. 
No 
doubt it would mean another Insurrec­ 
tion. 
But whatever may happen in 
the future there seems no doubt that n 
very strong effort w ill 
be made to 
grant independence to the Filipinos 
during the session of the Sixty-third 
congress.

should be debarred from that facility. 
Yet that Is Just where the postal au­ 
thorities and the public differ. 
The

have ever held that they have the pow­ 
er to say who shall and who shall not 
use the malls. 
And congress has nev­ 
er determined the differences by stat­ 
ute. 
W hat They Think at Home.
